The Agricultural Adjustment Agency, War Food Administration, has established 
procedure and effected working arrangements with other governmental agencies 
for the purpose of assisting custom combine operators in the harvesting of 

a maximum anount of crops. The "Guide" has been prepared to assist in hold- 
ing to a minimum, delays involved in procuring necessary tires, gasoline, 
and repair parts, and in moving the custom unit from one job to another. 


At the vresent time funds have not been made available for continuation of 
BAA's cooveration with the Office of Price Administration and the Office of 
Defense Transportation after July l, T9u5. If funds are not made available 
for this purpose, the AAA, including County Farm Transportation Committees, 
will not be able to provide assistance after July 1, 1945, in procuring 
tires and gasoline as outlined in this guide, County AAA Committees wilh 


be advised of the procedure you should follow after July 1 if the required 
funds are not made available to the AAA. 


I. How to Determine Where Combines are Needed 


A. When plans are made to move into another State, it is advisable 
to so notify the State AAA committee for that State and to give 
the port of entry and the approximate date of arrival if immediate 
assistance is desired in placing your combine. (See attached list 
of State AAA offices.) 


Be When entering a State — 


1. If the ASA has stationed a person at the port of entry, that 
person will direct you to the counties where combines are . 
needed. Upon entering the area of need, inquire at the county 
AAA office for location of farms needing combine assistance, 


2, If a person is not stationed at a port of entry, signs will be 
posted to direct you to the county AAA office which will 
inform you of counties most in need of combine assistance, Or, 
in lieu of signs, the telephone number of that county AAA. 
office will be posted, Any county AAA office within an area 
of need will give you locations of farms needing combine 
assistance, 


C. After completing a run of jobs =

call the State AAA office to learn of areas needing combine 
assistance.
